THE CHINESE CHAOS 


^ The New York Times finds that a keen 
(fisappointment has come “ to those who 
l§ id fondly believed that the fine prom­ 
ise of the nationalists would be immedi­ 
ately put into effect, and that a stable, 
modernized, republican-democratic form 
of government was assured in China/" It 
has been “ repeatedly said by "Old China 
hands" that from one to three generations 
will have to elapse before China com­ 
pletes her transformation from a medi­ 
eval into modem state."' 
.The Times says that “ the danger has 
lain all along in the refusal of well-mean­ 
ing friends of China to see that they hurt 
rather than helped China by confusing 
promise with performance. The easy talk 
of 
constitutions, 
presidents 
and public 
opinion in that country used labels inap­ 
plicable to present-day China." 
A criti­ 
cism in Chinese nationalist circles is that 
the collapse of the nationalists is due to 
failure of the United States to support 
them with money. 
The world at large has expected too 
much of a China gaiting itself to Occi­ 
dental ways after the centuries of anti­ 
podal conditions. 
To 
emerge 
almost 
overnight from the empire into a republic 
was impossible. 
The 
Chinese 
masses 
.were 
not 
prepared 
for so drastic a 
change. 
Foreign interference has not 
helped matters; instead of hastening the 
process of settling, it has retarded it. The 
Chinese problem is for Chinese, and they 
are abundant notwithstanding the rav­ 
ages of the Four Horsemen. 
The average Chinaman is not the aver­ 
age Japanese. 
The people of the island 
empire 
have 
exhibited 
extraordinary 
ability and capacity in assimilating the 
ways of the western peoples. 
The peo­ 
ple of China needed to be aroused from 
cfnturies old habits and customs before 
t|ey could wear with ease the habili- 
n|ents of a civilization so boldly differ­ 
ing. 
China will pass thtough its process- 
ej, but time is essential. 
Before a stable 
government is 
established, 
China must 
'^5ear down the 
conflict 
of 
ambitions. 
Leaders are going at cross purposes. 
tTo consider the changes of the last 
twenty years is to 
reveal 
a 
plunging 
tl|rough process that finally bore to the 
c|re of a decaying civilization. 
Putting 
af^ay the old and puting on the new have 
bfought bitter dissensions among the men 
vlio would lead in bringingf China into 
position as a modern world power. Japan 
watches while the leaven works, Japan 
i^ not permitting Occidental powers to 
cQoss the path of Japanese purpose. The 
Fjur Horsemen will be loose in Chinese 
provinces until the Chinese are brought 
together. 
War, famine, pestilence and 
dfath are concomitants 
of 
the Chinese 
pfcblem.

^'Planting is one method of increasing 
g^ e population, the forest service says, 
at^mpts to use western deer for restock­ 
ing eastern forests have not been suc­ 
cessful. Plans are being developed, how­ 
ever, to trap animals in one forest, which 
is ‘becoming overstocked, for “ planting" 
elsewhere. 
Recently the state of Vir- 
Vmia purchased deer for "'planting

The American national forests contain 
more than 100 state game refuges and 
sixteen 
federal 
refuges, 
covering

told more than 20,000,000 acres; else­ 
where forests are open to hunting within 
the state game laws.

birds has been notable. 
The record is 
sufficient to impress the public with the 
good results of adequate protection.

turkeys in particular as a result of game 
refuges in the state parks.

A NEW POLICY FOR MISSOURI 
From the Kansas City Star. 
The Missouri Survey Commission's re­ 
port, portions of which are being made 
public from time to time by Governor 
Caulfield, reveals the extent to which the 
institutions of this state and its public 
school system have been neglected in the 
past. 
Missouri's policy in this respect 
has been unbusinesslike and unprogres­ 
sive. 
It has tended to give Missouri a 
reputation for backwardness which it did 
not deserve, or which was not warranted, 
at least, in view of the state's resources 
and its ability to keep abreast of other 
leading states in provision for its depend­ 
ents, large groups of its inhabitants and 
its entire future citizenship and general 
welfare. 
Now the time has come for stock-tak­ 
ing, for an accounting not so much of 
failures in the past as of the requirements 
that must be met in putting Missouri for­ 
ward with respect to decent care of its 
unfortunates at the eleemosynary institu­ 
tions, to constructive 
handling 
of 
its 
prisoners, to facilities at the university 
and other institutions of higher learning 
and to a fair chance at useful training . 
for its boys and girls in the public schools. 
The negligent and indifferent attitude 
of the state with regard to these needs 
has been costly, 
far more 
costly than 
would have been suitable provision for 
them from year to year. 
It is to enable 
Missouri to assume its obligations and to 
lay the foundation for solid progress in 
the future that the commission has done 
its work and made its report of findings 
and recommendations. 
As the people become acquainted with 
the facts the way will ,be cleared for in­ 
telligent action. 
Governor Caulfield will 
submit his own recommendations as to 
most urgent and minimum requirements. 
Then the legislature, or the people at the 
polls, may determine the course to be 
taken. 
It should be a vote for progress, 
a decision to make amends from year to 
year and as available funds will permit, 
for the mistaken, shortsighted policy of 
the past.

Nex t to the terrors—^anfl result­ 
ant awful consequences—of a head- 
on automobile collision it is prob­ 
able that more fatalities result from 
drivers attempting to whirl their 
cars back onto the slab without 
slowing up after one or both ¿ ide 
wheels slip off the edge of the 
highway slab than from any other 
one cause. 
Commenting on the recent fatal 
accident near Pulton. Mo., from this 
cause resulting 
in 
the 
instant 
death of Col. and Mrs. A. H. Har­ 
rison, R. F. Boehme, proprietor of 
LeGrande Garage, who has possibly 
had a longer ex tended ex perience 
as an automobile dealer and driver 
than any other in Central Missouri 
(having been in business 20 y ears 
at his present stand during 11 of 
which he has served as an official 
Garage for the Automobile Club of 
Missouri) stressed 
tndng 
to 
get 
back on the slab, after having slip­ 
ped off the edge and without hav­ 
ing reduced the speed of the car, as 
one of the most potent causes of 
accidents and fatilities among all 
that occur 
to 
automobiles, 
**We 
have picked 
up 
more 
than 50 
wrecks during the past 10 y ears, 
he stated “ that were due to that 
one cause. Here’s the ex planation: 
Nearly alway s when those sUpK>ffs 
occur the slab is wet and slip­ 
pery . Usually it is the right rear 
wheel that slips off the edge of the 
slab. 
“ Without stopping—or even slow­ 
ing down the speed of the car—the 
driver whirls the wheel to the left, 
the stress and strain of that wheel 
against the abrupt edge of the slab 
causes the car to veer to the left 
and start skidding, then when that 
off wheel finally climbs the slab- 
edge the car either turns over or 
shoots to the ditch on the other 
side of the road. What to do? My 
advice bom of long ex perience and 
observation, is: If either one or 
both wheels of y our car slip off the 
slab on y our side of the road, leave 
them there until y ou stop y our car 
before attempting to climb on, else 
y ou are liable to have a serious ac 
cident. It can’t be emphasiezd too 
strongly or repeated too often— 
stop y our car when one or both 
wheels slip off the edge of the slab 
before attempting to get back on.

Reuben J. Gentry , 49 y ears o ld, 
well kno wn Pettis co untian, died 
at the General ho spital abo ut 12:30

o peratio n Sunday . 
Altho ugh Mr. 
Gentry had been in po o r health the 
past y ear, his co nditio n did no t 
appear to be serio us until abo ut 
three weeks ago , and he was taken 
to the ho spital Saturday night. 
Mr. Gentry was a member o f o ne 
o f Misso uri’s o ldest pio neer fami­ 
lies, their advent dating back mo re 
than 120 y ears. 
The first o f the 
Gentry family co ming to Misso uri 
in 1809 and in 1819 mo ved o n into 
the central part o f the state to re­ 
side in what is no w Pettis co unty . 
He was a so n o f the late Reuben 
Jo el and Bettie Gentry , and the 
y o ungest o f six children, three o f 
who m are still living.

Besides the o ne sister and two 
bro thers he is also survived by two 
nieces Mrs. Searcy Ridge o f Kan­ 
sas City daughter o f Mrs. Sturges, 
and Miss Bettie Genry , daughter o f 
Charles Gentry . 
A grandniece and 
a grandnephew, children o f Mrs. 
Searcy Ridge, also survive. 
Mr. Gentry was bo m December 
19 , 1880 In Pettis co unty at the 
o ld ho mestead abo ut fo ur miles 
no rtheast o f Sedalia o n the Lo ng- 
wo o d ro ad.
